5* ' At tha party, the man sha assumes was Oswald wore a black sweater* He 
tended to be silent and stared a lot at the floor. Of hie two young American 
companions, one was very tall and slender end had long blond hair which hung 
across his forehead. He had a gaunt face and a rather long protruding chin. The 
other was also rather tall and had short, light brown hair, but. he had no real 
distinguishing characteristics. All three were obviously American and- did not 
dahea or mix with the other people. The three were evidently friends, because 
she saw thegi by chance the next day walking down the street together* 
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4* Although Sra. de Paz had returned frpnT an extefflxed stay in Europe only 
in June or JiUy, she had already met Eus ebio*Asc ue and knows positively that he 
was at the party. On another occasion (it~vas hot clear whether before or after 
the party in jaiestion), nhe attended a party where she saw, among others, Eusebio 
Ascue; j3ailio Carballido , the pro-Castro writer; and a Latin American Negro man 
with red hairv (These last two ware not at the Duran party as was mistakenly 
stated in the Dec ember 10 memorandum. ) Carballido and Azcua, along with some 
others, were in e heated discussion on that occasion about President Kennedy, and 
they came to the conclusion that the only solution was to kill him. Sra. de Paz 
said that Carballido io known <53 a Castro agent in Mexico. He has been to Red 
China, the Soviet Union, and many times t'o Cuba. Following the assassination of 
Kennedy, he spent about a year in Cnb a.VW hen he returned, he got a Job teaching 
'at Rutgers University through Dr. Jos^^Vasguez Amara lJ-^vho was formerly with the 
Rockefeller Foundation in New York .and vho is now a professor at Rutgers. Carbal- 
^lido is presumably still there. The day after the assassination, Elenita Paz 
encountered Sra. da Azcue in Sanborns. Oa seeing her, Sra. de Azcua turned and 
hurried out of tho store. Azcua was immediately called back to Havana after the 
assassination, and his wife followed him shortly thereafter.

RicsrdopGuerra, a communist, and his wife, ^sariojbaste'ilcinos, a writer, 
were both supposed to come to tha party but deeline*T~"to co^sa, according to Sra. 
de Paz, when tta^leamg^l that she would be there. 

6. On Saturday, November 23, 1965, the day after the Kennedy assassination, 
3r. de Pas’ brother drove her end her daughter at about 3;00 p.m. to the Cuban 
Embassy. Her brother wa3 embarrassed by their behavior and drove a block up tha 
street to wait for them after letting them out* The two women then, vent inside 
the gate and shouted R assassin” and other insults *

7# Later that day# they were visited by a friend, Manuel CaLvillo . who said| 
that they vers in serious danger from ths communists and that ho would take thssa 
to a small hotel where they would be safe for a few days* (it wa a not clear 
whether he sold ho was acting under orders or not. ) Calvillo vas known around 
town to be sn undercover agent for the Secretariat of Oebornaeloa and to be a 
personal friend of floe PaLoi-iarao end Gustavo Bias Crdaz; accordiasly they believe^ 
and trusted him. Among other things he said was that Sylvia Bur&n had been ar- 
rested. This vaa not public information at that time. 

8. Since she could not remember the name of the hotel, Sra. de Pa* tools 
ina to the part of town where she remembered it to be, and v© found it* It is 
the Verm ont Hotel, ipewted at Call* Vermont 29 « It is one and a half blocks vest 
of Avenida do loa Insurgent es ^ust south of the Viaducrto. She stated that ths 
hotel is owned by someone from San Luis Poto3i and is used by businessmen from 
that area. She and her daughter did not personally register at the hotel. She 
thinks Calvillo registered them m relatives or friends of his from San Luis 
Posfcosi. Although nssdest, it is a modern end c ornf orb eh 1 e»looking hotel. They 
stayed there until the following Friday and hardly left their room* 

9* It was not until after they were In the hotel aid sew the newspapers 
and the photographs of Oswald that she and her daughter both caste to the inde- 
pendent conclusion that he was one of the young Americans at the Duron party. 

When Calvillo visited them at the hotel, she told him she wanted to report to 
the American Embassy what eho knew about Oswald 1 8 connections with local com- 
munists and with Azcue. C alvillo said she , nhoaldnit. po teems the A merican Em- 
bassy vm* ftiU nf corCTuni.Rt onieii . t-hon she returned to her house the following 



week, guards were posted outside it. 






10. When she saw her sister, Leva Guarrera, u aft er returning home, the latter 
was terrified bacausa of Oswald’s presence at - the Bur an party* She had come to 
the conclusion independently that it vas Oswald whom she bad seen there. Sra. da 
Guarrora was also very angry with the Duran's becewse she thought they had become 
involved in the assassination plot for money. Despite being a phlloeoctmunist, 
she was an admirer of President Kennedy's because aha is also a patrician and a 
monarchist. About two months after the assassination, Sr. de Guerrero was called 
in by two coiaauaists , whom she refuses to identify, and was warned with threats 
never to reveal to anyone that she had been to a party with Oswald. She remained 
so terrified that she would not accompany Sra. de Paz to the American Embassy to 
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11. A short time after the assassination, Emilio CarbalM do, the pro-Castro 
writer, took the Durans to Jalopa, Veracruz and kept them out of the way for a 
while until the initial chock of the Kennedy assassination wore off.
